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Reason for Allowance 

The following is an examinees statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
reference of records (US 6,107,871) shows a method for driving the input of an integrator in a 
delta-sigma converter having an amplifier with a non-inverting input, an output and a positive 
input connected to a reference voltage and an integration capacitor connected between the 
non-inverting input and the output, comprising: sampling an input voltage at a first sampling 
rate onto an input sampling capacitor; dumping charge from the input sampling capacitor to 
the non-inverting input of the amplifier; sampling a reference voltage onto a feedback 
sampling capacitor at substantially the first sampling rate; dumping charge stored on the 
feedback sampling capacitor to the non-inverting input of the amplifier at a second sampling 
rate. The reference fails to teach or fairly suggest that the second sampling rate different than 
the first sampling rate. Therefor, claims 1-16 are allowed.
